Convicts Did Fin e W ork. 
The telephone c entr al is st ati oned 
on the John s o n place, and the cen­ 
tral girl 'phoned at once to Captain 
Keegan at Gump Dope, a sking his 
aid. W it ho ut hesitation lie gave the 
word to Die 
" ho y s ” 
and they till 
st arted to the rescue. The men ran at 
top speed all the way to the fire, a 
half mile north of the camp, cuttin g 
thro ugh the woods, and a rr ived at 
thi> fa rm in time to re n d e r valuable 
service. 
The flames were so m enacin g that 
none of the people at the farm d a r e l , 
to risk going into the barn a ft e r the 
stock, hut when the honor m en got 
there and took in the situation, thev 
sta rte d to work 
in a businesslike 
m a n n e r , and witnesses of tlo-ir ac­ 
tions say they took desperate chances 
and did heroic acts. 
Several of the ho n o r men took a 
d e sperate chance 
and rushed 
into 
the fire an d smoke-filled interior of 
the barn and brought out and saved 
the lives of five head of cattle and 
two 
horsns 
that 
othe rw ise 
would 
have perished. 
One spec tacular feature was the 
firing of the windmill. The top of 
the to w e r caught fire and none 
of 
the fa r m e rs would mount to extin ­ 
guish the flames ,ln the justified fear 
of ta k in g chances with their lives, 
but the st ate wards were dauntl ess, 
and climbed the windmill and 
ex­ 
tinguished the fire. C apta in Keegan 
had his men stationed on the roo?s 
of the outhouses an d gra narie s, as 
well as on the resilience,, which were 
thre ate ne d 
with fire. Several times 
s pa r k s from the big ldaze 
c a ught 
the roof? of the ne a rby 
buildings, 
hut the men worked faithfully, po ur ­ 
ing w a te r and fighting 
the flame?
